The approach to the refugee prob- 
lem has not been settléd, as the: meet- 
ing of the Arab League might suggest. 
The United Nations faces the ending 
of the mandate of the U.N. Relief 
Works Agency. Before the 
Assembly is Mr. Hammarskjoeld’s 
report, which shows that the Middle 
East can absorb the refugees if it 
so desires. Visions of substantial 
economic help may make it difficult 
for Jordan and the Lebanon, which 
have the. majority of the refugees, 
to reject the U.N. plan, but they may 
have to vote against it in order to 
maintain Arab unity. It js possible 
that the Unrwa mandate. will be 
extended for a short time. as Mr.

can “National Bas-Kol Talmudic 
Association,” which produces the

Rabbi Pinehas M. Teitz, a renowned 


Talmudic scholar and Dean of the 


Jewish Educational Centre of Eliza- 
beth, New Jersey. 

It was Rabbi Teitz who originated 
also. the “Talmudic Seminar of 
the Air’—a weekly Talmud lecture 
broadcast throughout. the country. 
During his short stay in London, 
Rabbi Teitz told me that the aim of 
the seminar, which he started in 1953, 
was the dissemination of Torah know- 
ledge among the Jewish masses. 

The “ Daf Shevua” (Weekly Page), 


he said, was broadcast in eight com- 


munities in the United States, and in 
New York alone the audience num- 
bers “between 175,000 and 225,000 
listeners. The lectures were given in 
% popular manner, so that even those 
who had not studied the Talmud 
could understand and appreciate 
them. But scholars also could derive 
great benefit from them. 

The records, he went on, were an 
outgrowth of the “Talmudic Semi- 
nar of the Air.” The “ National Bas- 


Kol Association” was founded by 


him eight months ago. “We aim, 
he said, “to teach the Talmud 
‘through records to those who may 


not understand Yiddish and to those 


Who live in isolated parts of the world 
Where they have no. contacts with 
lewish life.” 

The “Bas-Kol” Association now 
has §,000 members throughout the 
world, forty of them in England. 

The records are long-playing ones, 
cach two-sided disc being of about 
an hour’s duration and covering 4 
Page of the Talmud.

The headmaster of the Avigdor 
Secondary (Grammar) School, Mr, 
J. D. Crystal, has resigned. This has 
been confirmed both by Mr. Crystal 
and by Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld, 
Principal of. the Jewish Secondary 
Schools. Movement. 

Dr. Schonfeld stated: “ Our lawvers 
wrote to Mr. Crystal as the school 
was being reorganised, and said that 


Mr. Crystal would, in any event, lose. 


his position and that the Governors 
would, if he considered resigning now, 
make good any financial loss which 
he might sustain.” 

Dr. Schonfeld

General Secretary of the London 
Teachers’ Association, had agreed. to 
this..suggestion.

Time Limit 


It will be recalled: that. the London 
County Council decided in July this 
vear to recommend the wtihdrawal of 
the State grant from this school.,. as 
from: August, 1960. The school 
Governors are appealing against this 
decision and the time limit for pre- 
senting the appeal is September 20. 

According to a Ministry of Educa- 
tion spokesman. no appeal has. yet 
been lodged by the school against the 
L.C.C, decision. 

Dr. Schonfeld states that although 
the school’s aided status is threatened 
after. the end of August, 1960, the 
Governors had every hope “that the 
authorities will give the new develop- 
ment every chance of succéss.” | 

Mr. Crystal's term of office as head- 
master ‘was marked by 
relations between him, some members 
of the: staff, and the school’s Gover- 
nors. In 1955 he was temporarily sus- 
pended by. the Governors, and as a 
result of:a court case tn 1956 was 
reinstated by the L.C.C. 

Since Mr. Crystal's resignation the 
boys’ section of the school has closed 


and most of the boys have transferred 


to other schools, the Governors of 
the North-West London Jewish Day 


“Schools having agreed to accept a 


number. of. second-. and third-year 
boys without charge. Some of the 
senior pupils have been transferred 
to the Hasmonean Grammar School 
for Boys, and a few boys without 
places elsewhere are being provided 
with temporary tuition in a separate 


‘house adjoining the Avigdor School. 


The .Avigdor School. Governors 
have put forward both to the Ministry 
of Education and to the L.C.C. a plan 
for building a new classroom block as 
an addition to the school’s modern 
hall, gymnasium, laboratory, and 
domestic science centre. Tennis courts 
are also planned. In view of. these 
developments the Governors hope that 
the L.C.C. will reconsider their 
decision to withdraw State aid. 


PUBLIC WARNED OF 
FAKE MEZUZOT 


The Chief Rabbj has received a 
copy of a poster, issued by the Israeli 
Chief Rabbinate, warning the Jewish 
public against the purchase of 
mezuzot and tefillin made in Israel 
but which do not bear the stamp of 
approval of the Chief Rabbinate and 
the Ministry of Religious Affairs. 

The public, states the poster, 
should buy only those mezuzot which 


bear a seal marked and 
only those tefillin to which is affixed 
a lead seal bearing on one side the 


letters 2.5 and on the other AIBA" 
These seals are a guarantee of 
kashrut. If such religious objects 
coming from Israel do not bear these 
distinguishing marks, it is possible 
that they do not conform to religious 


requirements.

The God of the whole earth shall 
He be called (Isaiah liv, 5). 

N these few words—they are 

but four in the original Hebrew 

—from the Haftara for this 
Sabbath a basic teaching of 
Judaism lies concentrated. And 
their message has its appropriate 
place in the synagogue calendar 
of Scriptural readings. We have 
now reached the fifth of the seven 
Sabbaths which intervene: between 
the Fast of Ab and Rosh Hashana. 
On these successive Sabbaths is 
read a series of Haftarot of Con- 
solation. These Prophetical Read- 


ings have been exquisitely chosen 


to express the mood of the religious 
Jew who, after mourning the 
destruction of Jerusalem and the 
suffering of his people, looks for- 
ward with happy expectation to the 
advent of a brighter New Year. 

In each of the seven Haftarot 
the universalistic aspect of Zion’s 
redemption is emphatically and 
repeatedly proclaimed. And as 


‘this same lesson is reiterated more 


impressively week by week, we 
progress ever nearer to the New 


Year which we shall inaugurate in- 


three weeks’ time. Our starting 


point was a day of mourning for . 


national disaster and desolation. 
Not only are we assured by the 
prophet of the Divine vindication 
of Zion's. cause, but the Jewish 
people’s restoration and renaissance 
are envisaged as the destined means 
for spreading the Kingdom of God 
throughout.. the. whole — world.

Association, which held its first 
general meetmg in Willesden on 
luesday.

In addition to this move to reduce 
prices of kosher meat in London, 
there is to be an. all-out membership 
drive.

of the Jewish historian should be to

- Recent study of Judaism, Professor 
Sholem stressed, had been influenced 
by three great events--the emergence 
of the Zionist Movement, the 
catastrophe of the Hitler era, and its 
positive consequence, the establish- 
ment of the State of Israel.

debacle of Spanish Jewry, it would 
take at least two. generations to assess 
fully the consequences of the annihila- 
tion of most of Continental.

Inter-Faith Relations 


Dr... Ernst Simon, Professor 
Education at the Hebrew University, 
presented a comprehensive case for a 
synthesis of géneral and Jewish values 
in the education of the modern: Jew. 
He stressed, in this connection, that 
the relationship between the Jew. and 
the non-Jew, and amo intimate 
knowledge of. their non-Jewish neigh- 
bours on the part. of. the Jews, had 
been. endangered by shattering 
experiences of the Hitler. period. 
That ‘trend must be reversed, Profes- 
sor Simon stated, for otherwise - it 
would confirm the unhuman -distine- 
tion which the Nazis had 
make among human. beings of dif- 
ferent. races. This _would -amount 
to Hitler’s. posthumous victory over 
both the living and murdered Jews.” 

Speaking of the impact of modern 
science upon the world, Professo! 
Simon said that while in some. small 
ghettoes, such as Gateshead. in Britain. 
Bnei Brag. in Israel, or Williamsburg. 
in the United States, the Jew could 
isolate himself from the influence ot 


general education and technology, 
Israel could not survive without these 
things,

Jewish religion may havea new 
chance in. 
Simon told me in.an interview betore 
he left for the United States. 

The old East European generation, 
who in their attempt to liberate them- 
selves from the fetters of the ghetto 
had. discarded. Jewish. religious. tradi- 
tion, was no longer the prevailing 
element in the country, he said. Their 
children might not know very much 
about Jewish law and Jewish customs 
but they were no longer opposed to 
them a priori. | 

Himself an expert on education, 
Professor Simon said that the youth 
of Israel should be. given a chance 
to make up their own minds about 
their religious attitude. Such, a 
decision could not be made, however, 
in a vacuum; all Israeli youngsters 
ought to be taught what Jewish 
religion. really stood tor, Even 
then the majority may not adopt tl 
as its way of life but a substantial 
minority may do so, while the others 
will at least know. what they are 

jecting.”” 
Simon stated that in order 
to be efficient such an atiempt at a 
study of Judaism should not at first 
overstress the practical aspects and 
observances of the Jewish faith—to 
which he personally clung. The

In this. respect; Professor. Simon 
went on, the religious settlements were 
playing a very great part. The reli- 
gious kibbutz had already produced 
a new type of Jew. who was in himself 
a synthesis of the Talmid Chacham of 
old and the pioneer of our own time. 
There was also a strong and active 
body. of religious university. students, 
grouped -an organisation called 
Yavneh. which was stimulating discus- 
sion and interest in religious problems 
among the non-religious. 

Professor Simon expressed the. view 
that the introduction of Comparative 
Religion into the curriculum. of the 


Hebrew. University might prove fruit- + 


ful. By acquainting themselves with 
religious problems at large, and with- 
out feeling obliged to commit. them- 


selves personally to -any. religious 
observance, many young students 


might discover their own faith.

CONSERVATIVE JUDAISM’S- 
PROBLEM 


“ Position Not Easy to Maintain ”

North’ American. Jewry, like 
ancient Gaul, is (religiously speak- 
ing), divided into three parts, The 
three sections. are of ‘almost equal 
numerical strength, the Orthodox, the 
Conservatives,. and the Reformers 
each claiming the allegiance of one 
third of the nearly six nullion Jews 
living. in the United States and in 


Canada. 


Between the Orthodox. on the right 
and the Reform movement. on the 
left, the position of Conservative 
Judaism is not an easy one to main- 
tain, I was told by Rabbi Harry 
Halpern, a. Past President of the 
Rabbinical Assembly, the national 
organisation: of Conservative Rabbis 
(about 700 of them) in the U.S.A. 
and Canada, and a Vice-President of 
the. New “York. Board of Rabbis, 


representing the. spiritual leaders of» 


all three trends in American. Judaism. 

He spent about: a week tn London 
on his way back from.a visit to Israel 
and several West European countries. 


Changes Required 


“Ours is not: an easy position to 
maintain,’ he said of the Conser- 
vative 
The Orthodox were against any 
changes; the Reformers wanted to 
alter anything that. seemed to them 
as deprived- of a deeper meaning or 
incapable of functioning. “But we 
want. to introduce . changes. while 
remaining. within. the. framework of 
traditional Judaism. “We want, to 
introduce reforms while staying 
within the limits of Halacha as much 
as possible,” he. stated. 

Rabbi Halpern illustrated the point 
by recalling the innovation which the 
Conservative Beth intro- 
duced into the ketuba to prevent the 
abuse on the part of. the. husband 
in refusing a-divorce to his wife. 


Another instance concerned = the 
Jew who had moved to a new district 
and now resided far away from a 
synagogue. -Should he be allowed to 
ride to it by car on Sabbath or on 
festivals? This question. was dis- 
cussed by the Committee on Jewish 
Law and Standards (also of the 
Rabbinical Assembly) and decided by 
a slim majority that it was permis- 
sible for a Jew to ride in a car on a 
Holy-day in view of. mitzvat: tefila 
hecibur (the muitzva of communal 
worship), provided, however, that he 
only rode to the synagogue and. that 
there was no place of worship within 
walking distance. 

Since that ruling was not arrived at 
unanimously, it does not. represent 


- official Conservative opinion, Rabbi 


Halpern added. 
He also told me that the Conser- 
vative movement devoted much 


attention and study to the attitude of 


Judaism. towards modern. problems. 
“Many people say to us ; Judaism is 
very specific on matters: of religious 
observance, but what has it got to 
say about the burning problems of 
today:?. It is also a major criticism 
often. made Christians that 
Judaism. is. a. narrow, legalistic 
religion. We. deny that. We main- 
tain that Judaism contains a great 
body of material which is designed 
to. guide Jews op ethical and moral 
questions and to enable them to live 
on a high ethical plane.” | 


This Commission,. of which Rabbi 


Halpern the Chairman, has been 
set up to deal with social problems 
in their widest sense. . ““ We feel that 
unless Judaism, like any other world 
religion, speaks out on the important 
problems of the day, we have nothing 
to say to ‘our. contemporaries, for 
young ‘people particularly, and think- 
ing people im general, ask a very 
simple question : What is the message 
of Judaism to the world today and 
what is its relevance to our Own 
modern life?” 


MAYOR HONOURED 
BY SYNAGOGUE 


The mace of the Mayor of Hackney 
rested last Sabbath morning on two 
pedestals in the New Synagogue, 
Stamford Hill, placed between the 
Wardens’ Box and the Ark. 

The Mayor sat in the Wardens’ 
Box. It was not the seat Councillor 
M. Blitz occupies every Sabbath as a 
member of the synagogue. But this 


‘was a special Civic Sabbath, arranged 
in his honour and in honour of the 


Mayoress, Mrs. Blitz, who is Chair- 
man of the synagogue’s Ladies’ Guild, 
The Mayor’s mace-bearer came. to 
the service by car. The Mayor and 
Mayoress walked. For—as Rabbi Dr. 
Lehrman and others. pointed out 
during and after the service—Coun- 
cillor Blitz was resolved, on accept- 
ing the position of Mayor, to give 
up no. part of his allegiance as an 
Orthodox Jew. And for this loyalty 
he was respected all the more by his 
fellow-Councillors. 

Rabbi Lehrman spoke, in his ser- 
mon, of the Jewish duty to take an 
interest in civic affairs: of the syna- 
gogue’s pride in the borough’s choice 
of one of its congregants for first 
citizen ; of Councillor and Mrs. Blitz’s 
fine record of welfare work, especially 
for the sick and aged; and of the 
good inter-denominational relations 
fostered by the Hackney Council.

“IT’S HEALTHIER IN RUSSIA” 


Anti-Israel Story in Soviet Magazine

“Soviet Union,” an illustrated 
monthly magazine published in 16 
languages. at the “ Pravda” printing 
plant in Moscow, has become the 
latest vehicle for Russia’s. anti-Israe! 
propaganda. 

An article headed “Thank God, 
We're Out of Israel!” tells the story 
of the Farkasis, a Jewish family who 
allegedly returned to Russia after 
“failing to. make good” in. Israel. 

The article follows the lines of other 
Stories published previously for local 
consumption about the alleged priva- 
tions of immigrants in the Jewish 
State. The author, V. Belyaev, says 
that the Farkasis went to Israel from 
Brazil (they were deported to Ger- 
many from Russia by the Nazis) after 
being “taken in. by Zionist propa 
ganda.” But they found that “ their 
paradise. amounted to a pittance of a 
wage, moral depression, and police 
spying.” 

The Farkasis are said to have lived 


in the “Jewish community: of ‘Shar- 
gaamakim.”: (This presumably 
the -Mapam. kibbutz of Sha’ar 


-Ha'amakim in the Jezreel.) 
Belyaéy continues : “ Work. clothes 
were issued once a year and clothes 
for best wear once in five years.. A 
years wages would barely cover the 


cost of several bus trips to Tel. Aviv.” 


Then the Farkasis decided to return 
to: Russia. But they found difficulty 
in securimg an exit visa. The Zionist 
organisation, Sochnut, put all kinds of 
obstacles in the way, used. threats and 
blackmail, and got them dismissed 
from. their jobs.” 

But the obstacles were 
and, says Belyaev, in Russia the 
family “look. better. and healthier, 
they have straightened. their backs,

SILHOUETTE 


RABBI JOSEPH 
SOLOVEITCHIK 


Na cold, wintry night in 
Manhattan. this year, over 
2,000 people jammed the 
huge auditorium of Yeshiva 


University. The audience, con- 
sisting of the Talmudic _ intelli- 
gentsia of New York, whose 


average age one could guess to be 
about 25, listened for five hours 
to Dr. Joseph Soloveitchik. 

The lecture consisted of a. bril- 
liantly argued and intricate dis- 
course about the Halachic and 
Haggadic attributes of the Torah 
and the analogy of these attributes 
to the nature and destiny of man. 
The address was. delivered in 
Yiddish -and was studded with 
allusions to the classic works of 
the Talmudic scholars of the last 
millennium ; the speculations of the 
masters of the ‘Cabbala;_ the 
observations of the contemporary 
students of the human psyche ; and 
the pessimistic conclusions of 
existentialist. philosophers. 

At the annual convention of the 
Mizrachi Organisation of America 
or of the Orthodox Rabbinical 
Council of America, there will be a 
listlessness and a desire to spend 


the official convention hours in the’ 


plush hotels which. usually are 
hosts to such American gatherings. 


But when the time comes for the 


address of Dr. Joseph Soloveitchik, 
the faithful leave their steam 
rooms, their. golf Inks, their 
leisurely walks and hasten to listen 
to the oratorical high spot of the 
convention. 

The Government of the United 
States, through one of its myriad 
agencies, has-appropriated $250,000 
to finance a_ project. designed to 
study the relationship of religion 
to psychiatry. Each major 
religious group—Protestant, Catho- 
lic, and Jewish—sets up. seminars 


consisting of social scientists, 
psychiatrists, social workers, and 
religionists.. The Jewish seminar, 


though under the auspices of the

Mountains of notes 
are taken, especially by the rabbis, 
and the ideas are. discussed and 
mulled. over in. synagogues and 
temples. all. over Greater New 
York. 

In Yeshiva University——the 
largest institution of its kind for 
the training of Orthodox Rabbis— 
there. 1s. the usual amount of 
hookey-playing and = sleeping in 
classes.

In his address. read by his son, 


Prince Moulay Hassan, King Moham-

Nor is there a constituency where. 
in the most unlikely event that they 
voted en bloc, they would be in a 
position to determine the result.

There is no evidence that 
the various fascist movements can 
muster votes in numbers that make 
them look other than ridiculous, 
but they may be. alert to the oppor- 
tunity of advertising themselves by 
noisy diversions, and in a few 
constituencies. racial tensions give 
them something to exploit. Those 
charged with the protection of 
Jewish rights are. certainly under 
a duty to be vigilant, but at this 
stage there seems to be no apparent 
need to publicise one’s opponents 
by raising dormant or non-existent 
issues, 


NO DISCRIMINATION 


THE report by a special commis: 
sion of inquiry on the Wadi Salib 
disturbances deserves attention. 
The commission, -headed = by 
judge, included = a prominent 
sociologist, and did not confine 
itself to consideration: of the riot- 
ing itself, but thoroughly examined 
its social background. It confirms 
that there is no discrimination on 
the part of Government or public 
authorities against. immigrants 
from North Africa and other back- 


ward Islamic’ countries. On 


contrary—it .observes—it 1S pos- 
sible -to discern an- inclination to 
give preferential treatment to 
members of Oriental communities, 
precisely on account of their back- 
wardness. The report adequately 


gives the lie to Arab and Com- 


munist propagandists who eagerly 
seized on riots by a few hundred 
social misfits to prove that. Israel 
practises discrimination, but the 
problem of the North African and 
other: depressed Oriental —immi- 
erants still. remains to be ‘solved. 
It will require serious reconsidera- 


tion of educational, social, and 
economic policy. will also 
require attention to strictures 


passed by the commission on the 
selfish activities. of Parties and 
other groups. which fostered the 
feeling of discrimination instead of 
assisting in the absorption of the 
immigrants. The struggle to 
absorb immigrants into national 
life needs single-minded devotion 
and self-sacrifice no less than that 
which was. shown by the Yishuv 


to achieve statehood for the sake 


of the .open door.

TERNAL, both by. reason .ot

Jewish people seem destined to 
live, unalterable and static, preserv- 
ing their for-ever unchanging regu- 
lations and rituals. It is in this 
guise of an “ivory. tower,” ‘seen 
so clearly in the ghetto, whether 
physical or spiritual, that Judaism 
appears to the outside observer. 

It requires little more than a 
glance at the history of. the ‘Jewish 
people to realise the fundamental 
error in this point’of view: For, 


~ without in any way ignoring thetr 
eternal task,.the Jews never- 


theless shown, from era: to era, 
from one Diaspora to another, the 
most profound differences, 

It is, in fact, only since 1789, jn 
this era of. political emancipation, 
that the confusion between. tradi- 
tional Judaism on the one hand and 
the static ghetto.on the other has 
troubled our consciences : and the 
reason is not far to seek. 


Ghetto Life 


Among other. factors there. are 
the conceptions of life developed in 
the ghetto which have acquired a 
classic if not,-indeed, a holy charac- 
ter. There is the rapidity with 
which in some cases the inhabitants 
of the. ghetto have transferred 
themselves from. one world to a 
totally different one (the commu- 
nities of North. Africa form a 
striking.example).. There is, further- 
more, the vital change in human 


- values that has taken place in the 
nineteenth and twentieth centuries, 


with its stress on materialism. as 
against the purely relgious ideas 
that were the main impetus. of the 
Christian and Mohammedan world 
of an earlier day. Finally there 
was the fear that Jewry, on emerg- 
ing from the ghetto, might lose 
not only the ghetto mentality: but 
Judaism itself, Better, jt might be 
thought, to preserve the Jewish 
soul in its ivory tower than to 
expose it to the danger of disap- 
pearing as consequence of 


Men of Conviction . 


It is against this very fear 
—this spiritual defeatism—that 
the greatest traditionalist 
thinkers of the nineteenth and 


twentieth centuries. have — been 
struggling. 1. stress the word 


“ traditionalist.’ and 1 would even 


add “ Orthodox ” if the word had — 


not today acquired too political a 
meaning. For: it is not from 
“liberalism ” that. a solution will 
come, since that. movement. today 
implies at any rate a partial denial 
of Jewish tradition, a kind of 
shamefaced embarrassment — in 


‘regard to certain rites and doctrines. 


It was only men like Samson 
Raphael Hirsch, Zacharya Frankel, 
Solomon Schechter (in the  nine- 
teenth century), Franz Rosenzweig, 
Abraham Isaac Kook, Isaac Breuer 
(in the twentieth century)—men 
convinced. of..the .universal..worth 
of Jewry’s eternal vocation but at 
the same time equally convinced 
of its historic character and per- 
sonally involved in this vocation. 
who could and can - “re-think ” 
Judaism. They refused to “reform” 
Judaism because they saw in its 
permanence its value based on 
revelation, which would lose its 
Significance if its content were 


subject. to the caprice of men’s 


will. But equally they refused to 
“mummify ” Judaism and to make 
it so static as. to be completely 
unaffected by the development of 
human thought. | 
There are many variations of 
what we may call “ neo-Ortho- 
doxy.” But in all of them one 
can detect a faith in the sacred 
nity of the Jewish people in spite 
of (and sometimes because of) its 
divisions. This is what has allowed 
neo-Orthodoxy,-in its present-day

Trees for their Teacher 


By ANNETTE CONRAD 


NE day in September, 1933, 
a small group of children 
and adults arrived at Dover. 


~The adults were teachers, the chil- 


dren. their pupils—all of them 
refugees from 
They were on their way to Bunce 
Court jn Otterden, near Faversham, 
Kent, where Anna Essinger had just 
Started a. school. for -refugee 
children. 

Anna Essinger had been head- 
mistress of her own. boarding- 
school in Southern Germany. With 
the advent of Hitler she decided to 
transplant it in England, where the 
education of Jewish children could 
be planned for the future. Her 
initiative and vision carried convic- 
tion 

On her first visit to England she 
succeeded in laying the foundations 
for the school. Individual Jews 
and Quakers formed a committee 
to assist her ideas. Among those 
who were attracted to it, and to 
Anna. Essinger’s rare talent for 
organisation, were Viscount Samuel 
and Professor Norman Bentwich, 
both of whom supported the ven- 
ture from its very inception. 


Tireless and Devoted 


And the school grew. From its 
small beginnings it rescued over 
nine hundred children from Ger- 
many, Austria, Czechoslovakia. and 
Poland. During all the filteen 
years of its existence Miss Essinger 
staved at the helm, tireless, devoted 
to the task of safeguarding the 
childhood and education of her 
pupils, for most of whom Bunce 
Court was home. ; 

In 1938 she was asked by the Cen- 
tral British Fund to open and take 
charge of the reception camp at 
Dovercourt for the hundreds of 
refugee children who escaped to 
this country from Germany. | 

Anna Essinger will celebrate her 
eightieth birthday next week. She 
was born in Ulm, on the Danube, 
the eldest daughter of nine chil- 
dren—-most. of her relatives now 


Germany. 


although — her 


‘live in Israel. While still a young 


girl she left home for the United 
States and finished her education 
at Wisconsin University, where she 
took her M.A. degree and later 
became a Lecturer in’ German. 
Returning to Germany after the 
First World War Anna _ Essinger 
was put in charge of .the Quaker 
food distribution for women and 
children in Southern Germany. In 
1925, however, she started her own 
co-educatiohal boarding — school, 
where children received not only 
formal education but learned to 
work in garden and workshop. 


Increased Responsibility 


The foundation and expansion of 
Bunce Court were a challenge to 
the inexhaustible funds of Anna 
Essinger’s resourcefulness. After a 
short time the spacious. manor 
house, overlooking large grounds, 
was not big enough for all the boys 
and girls who came, and new build- 
ings had to be added. Money had 
to be raised. | Funds from Ger- 
many were drying up rapidly and 
stopped completely with the out- 
break of war, which brought new 
difficulties for Bunce Court.

Watch Your Buying 


Habits

OUSEWIVES, uniting — to 
complain about the size of 

their shopping. bills, have 

made the cost of kosher living 
headline news. 
But a problem three thousand 
years old can hardly be considered 
“ news, for eNr since we received 
the dietary laws it’s been expensive 
and difficult to keep a Jewish table. 
“Cheese was a problem for the 
earliest Jewish housewives—so they 
made it at home to ensure its 
kashrut. A later generation living 
in the unfriendly: Europe of. the 
Middle Ages found their difficulty 
was. meat. So they devised 
holishkes, blintzes, kreplach, and 


piroshken to extend the scarce and 


expensive supply. Nearer our day, 
when the most convenient Shabbat 


-meal—the fowl—became an expen-: 


sive luxury, it was laboriously 


stretched for several meals by using | 


the neck, the skin, the liver, and 
the feet, as well as the carcase. And 
always. there were the weary 
kitchen sessions. 2 

Today .many of the difficulties 
are gone. Chickens arrive pot only 
dressed but koshered, quick frozen, 
and polythene-bagged. Chicken 
soup comes in a cube, gefiillte fish 
in a jar, and somebody else weeps 
over the bottled chrane ! But, of 
course, the expense remains. And 
for the table-ready “ convenience 
foods” we must expect to pay 
more. Indeed, for all first-quality 
foods one must pay the premium 
price in any community.

But if, in times of plenty, .the 
price of any food js high and the 
quality is not, then the Jewish 
housewife must: look not only. to 
her. weapons but also to her shop- 
ping habits. 

For many housewives, married 
when availability. rather than 
quality was the criterion and when 
meat and fish came an 
anonymous weekly parcel, have 
never learned to shop. Unlike pre- 
war brides, they never went shop- 
ping with their mothers to learn to

‘If the economists can’t achieve 
lower prices, we, the housewives, 
can certainly achieve higher. stan- 
dards—not only of quality but also 
of presentation, cleanliness, and 
food value in the foods we buy for 
our families.

Four sheep’s tongues ; mushrooms, 
4 oz.:; stock; 1 pt.; sherry, 1 table- 
spoonful; flour, 14 oz.; margarine, 
14 oz.; chopped parsley, 1 teaspoon- 
ful: a small onion, salt and pepper. 

Soak the tongues in salt water for 
2 hours, then rinse and place in a 
saucepan, cover with well seasoned 
stock, add the sliced onion, cover 
and cook very gently till tender.

Then take out the tongues, remove 


the skin, trim the roots and cut them 
into thin slices lengthwise. 

Melt the margarine, stir in the flour 
and cook ti!l lightly browned then 
gradually add 3 pt. of the liquid in 
which the tongues were cooked ; stir 
till boiling, add the sliced tongues, the 
peeled and sliced mushrooms, parsley, 
and sherry. Season to taste and sim- 
mer very gently for 10-12 minutes, 

Note. The tongues can be cooked 
the previous day if more convenient ; 
in which case, after removing skin, 
return to the liquor until required.

MESSAGE OF THE BIBLE 


By LEON ROTH | 


The Old Testament: Keystone of 
Human Culture. By Wituiam A. 
IRWIN. Abelard-Schuman. 


The writer of this volume was one 
of the team from the Oriental Insti- 
tute of the University of Chicago 
assembled by the late Henri Frank- 
fort to produce the 
volume “The Intellectual. Adventure 
of Ancient Man” (University of 


Chicago Press, 1946), part of which 


was reprinted here as “ Before Philo- 
sophy” (Pelican Books). Professor 
Irwin’s contribution was the 
“World of the Hebrews.” This was not 
reprinted in the Pelican volume, but 
it was So good as to be specially trans- 
lated into Hebrew and to be published 
as part of “ The Old Testament Con- 
ception of God, Man, and the World” 
(Massadah, Tel Aviv, 1957), selected 
and arranged by Dr. Zvi Adar. now 
Director of the Department of Edu- 
cation in the Hebrew University. 


Hebraic Thought 


The present volume is a revised edi- 
tion of an expansion of the original 
essay which appeared in 1952, It 
covers the Hebrews in their world ; 
the Hebrew thought of God; the 
Hebrew. doctrine of man; God and 
man; the theory of law; history and 
nature ; nation, society, and. politics ; 
‘and the Hebrews and the Bible; with 
an appendix on suggested further 
reading which will be of great value 
to the ordinary man... Ag the author 
has spent a lifetime in Biblical study 
and has occupied chairs of Bible in 
three universities, there is no question 
of his professional competence ; but 


his method of. treatment of his 
material presents one most refreshing 
aspect . which... deserves: special 
comment. 


Professor Irwin, unlike many Bibli- 
cal scholars, is more concerned with 
unity than with difference. He treats 
the Bible as one whole. Although the 
author of a volume on the problem of 
Ezekiel, he does not tie himself to any 
one Biblical author but ranges over 
them all ; and he does not split authors 
(or chapters or verses or parts of 
verses) into fragments each one repre- 


remarkable:

senting a different opinion or slice of 
Opinion. On the contrary he seems 
to hold that, basically, the whole Bible 
iS a unity and is saying one thing: or 


rather, perhaps, that although many 


different things are preserved in it, the 
Bible is, in intention, one... There are. 


_in fact, fundamental conceptions com- 


mon to legislator and prophet and 
priest and psalmist and sage alike. 

It is these which he is concerned to 
trace, and he is concerned particularly 
point. out their reasonable charac- 
ter and their importance for history, 
whether for the history of the past 
or for the history which, he is con- 
vinced, is vet to come, Professor 
Irwin rightly sees the ideal. as the most 
important of facts ; and those who, on 
reading the book (and it is eniphati- 
cally a book to be read by. every 
man) think that they have read it all 
before and that it. all goes without 
saying, should be reminded that. it is 
just that which goes. without saying 
which needs to be said again and 
again,

While these books are of .a ‘type 
one has come to associate with the 
Buch” Publishing 
Company. ‘the Kleine Bibliothek 
series of three books on ancient and 
medieval Jewish history is to ‘the 
best my knowledge unique in 
post-war EaStern Europe. © Biblical 
and Talmudic. studies as well as 
medieval and modern Hebrew litera- 
ture have been utterly ‘neglected by 
what has remained of the «Jewish 
intelligentsia. in Eastern Europe. 
The current publication of books on 
anctent and medieval Jewish history 
is. therefore, not only a welcome sign 
of intellectual. liberalisation... but 
reflects the jndomitable. desire of 
Polish Jewry to retain. its’ spiritual 
heritage. 


Ancient History 
Like all intellectual endeavours 
lengthy period of neglect 
and sterility, these’ new. first-fruits 
of Polish ..Jewry’s. ancient and 
medieval historic works are by. no 
means faultless. This is particularly 
noticeable in the first book of the 
series, TR. TM POS 
by Michal Astur. One 
would have. expected original 
sociological or Marxist approach. to 
this period of history. With one or 
two exceptions, however, the attitude 
of the writer is that of an old- 
fashioned mulitant Maskil has 
just. discovered the. Higher: Criticism 
of -the. Bible by Wellhausen 
Gunkel. ‘While more recent dis- 
coveries are not entirely ignored, the 
book is certainly not up to date, and 
some of its conclusions are question- 
able. to say the. least. The Exodus 
from. Egypt and the whole: Biblical 
account of the desert migration and 


settlement Canaan are con- 
veniently . dismissed seventh- 
century B.c.E. .myth whose sole 


historic kernel is the Hyksos. domina- 
tion of Egypt. There is also a 
certain lack of balance in the selec- 
tion of the material. While space. is 
found to inform us that Gideon and 
Jerubbaal were presumably two 
different heroes who were wrongly 
identified with one another by the 
Biblical writer. the prophets Samuel, 
Elijah, and Elisha and their memen- 
tous work in the religious, social, 
and political spheres, are not even 
hinted at. 


Pioneer Effort 


Despite these drawbacks which are 
rather faults of omission. than. of 
commission, the book as whole 
is. not. too. bad, particularly when 
one bears in mind that’ in present- 
day Poland it represents. a pioneer- 
ing effort. which must have required 


some  political-moral courage to 
produce. Its chronological successor, 


by A. Wajn, which deals with the_ 


history of the Jews of Palestine and 
Babylonia from the period of the 
Bar Kochba rising to the decline of 
the Gaonate in Babylonia, is con- 
siderably better and. more accurate. 
It is written lucidly, impartially, and 
without. tendentiousness. Only in 
his comments on Hivi Al-Balchi, the 
ninth-century Bible critic, does Mr. 


Wajn permit himself over- 
tendentious admiration for those 
who “fought the prevailing 


Talmudic and financial aristocracy.” 

No such flaw ‘is to be found in 
Mr. Wajn’s second book (the third 
of the Kleine Bibliothek — scries), 
Te which 
comprises a short history of the 
Jews in Spain. The great Spanish- 
Jewish personalities such as Yehuda 
Halevi, the Iben Ezra family. and 


Maimonides are described with a 
sense of admiration and even 
reverence. Surprisingly, Halevi’s 


“Zionism” is. given due emphasis 
and there is no attempt at Marxist 
denigration of medieval Hebrew 
and Zionist” literdtifte,

Confusion 


There -is, however, a great deal of 
confusion. as to the exactness and 
correctness of. the melodies, both. in 
the past and nowadays. Each country 
has -its own” particular. settings, and 
different ¢ommunities their variants, 
Dr. . Binder’s renderings, . as they 
appear in this book, differ radically 
fram. these used’ in England, and 
would, with few exceptions, not be 
aeceptable here. On the other hand, 
he illustrates. the most varied combt- 
nations of tropes or notations, which 
should prove a great help to both 
teacher and student. There are also 
illustrations of all musical “ detours,” 
or festive tropes, in Pentateuchal 


cantillation, such as certain pasages © 


in the “Shirah,” the “Journeys,” 
the endings of each of the five Books 
of Moses, as well as for Simchat 
Torah (Vavehi Erev, etc.). Blessings 
for the Parasha and Haftara are also 
given—the latter being rather dull 
and uninteresting compared with our 
own rich and splendid. traditional 
rendering. 

One is astonished at the omission 
from the Bibliography of a number 
of important contributors this 
subject. The late A. Z. Idelsohn, 
Professor of Jewish Music at the 
Hebrew Union College of America. 
is justly famed for his profound 
researches and writings in this field. 
Cantor. Abraham Baer gave a very 
valuable table of transcriptions in his 
great_work, the Ba’al Tefillah (pp.

THE KITCHEN 


“All the world’s a kitchen,” sug- 
gests Mr. Wesker, and man — is 
inarticulate even though he is a 
would-be philosopher under his 
cook’s apron.

A large section of the public may 
find great fun in The Darling Buds 
Of May at the Saville Theatre. [t is 
the tale of an uneducated village 
tycoon, whose fabulous deals bring 
him in Rolls-Royces, television. sets, 
country estates, the while he pays no 
income tax. He lives in connubial 
bliss, but has never married 
mother of his six children, and when 
his eldest daughter announces a baby 
by:.a father unknown, he encourages 
her, aS a solution, to seduce and 
marry the income-tax inspector. 
Were it not for the glow of Elspeth 
March’s performance as *“*Ma” the

At the Old Vic, Wendy Toye’s 
production emphasises the humanity 
and gaicty of As You Like It. Under 
her touch the comedy. becomes all it 
should be; a happy gentle play, 
about the springtime of young love;

borough settings add to the lyrical 
quality. A memorable performance 
of Rosalind, full of warmth and 
inner beauty, comes from Barbara 
Jefford, and two newcomers, Maggie 
Smith and Alec McCowen, bring 
mercurial qualities to the parts of 
Celia and Touchstone. Donald 
Houston, alas, is not so happy as 
Jacques, and is sadly unconvincing

For their second production. this 
season the Old Vic offer the rarely 
performed Restoration play. . The 
Double Dealer, which they put on in 
Edinburgh at the request of the

Historiette 
THE TALLY 


In the days when few people could 
read or write..accounts were kept on 
pieces Of wood called tallies. A -tally 
Was a narrow strip of wood. eight 


.to twelve inches in length, half-an-inch 


wide, and a quarter-of-an-inch thick. 
Special notches were cut in the wood. 
and these showed the amount owing. 
Atter being notched the tally was split 


-inta. two unequal portions, the larger 


piece, called the stock, was handed to 
the debtor, while the foil or shorter 
piece. was kept by the lender. When 
accounts were settled, the two. picces 


were put together to see if they would 


tally “—hence the name of these old- 
time receipts. | 

There are many. tallies recording 
Jewish business. deals in the Public 
Record Office in London. bearing 
Hebrew and Latin inscriptions which 
are still legible. On one tally ‘the 
Hebrew name of Sh’muel ha-Cohen is 
given in Latin as Samuel Leveske— 
thus providing. a clue to the way 
Hebrew names and tithes were trans- 
lated in pre-Expulsion days.

BRAHMS SYMPHONY 
By H. C. STEVENS 


We have travelled far in the world 
of music since the days when the 
second half of the. Promenade con- 
cert was always handed over to a 
solo singer, who usually sang ballads, 
and to a final light orchestral item 
which Sir Henry Wood left to the 


orchestral leader, Charles Woodhouse, 


to conduct. 

On two evenings next week the 
second half is to be devoted to a 
Brahms) symphony--the. Third on 
fuesday and the Fourth on Wednes- 
day. Of the two, the Fourth is my 
favourite, for although the Third has 
some lovely lyrical passages, the 
clarinet song in the Andante, for 
instance, I have never quite taken to 
the jaunty march ture which becomes 
the dominant theme, and so the 
climactic of the last. movement and 
the whole work, | 

But if ever a symphony set an 
exalted note from the very. first bars 
its the Fourth.. The opening always 
brings upliftment. while the suave, 
yet.strong second subject is equally 
fitted to sustain the mood.

Mendelssohn's. “ Midsummer Night's

MYSTERY RECIPE 


Government Tackles 
Gefiillte Fish

OTTAWA 

After receiving. an. inquiry about 
gefiullite fish. the Canadian Depart- 
ment af Fishertes stated as follows: 

* Gefiillte fish is a Jewish delicacy, 
Jewish people traditionally serve it 
as the first course of the evening. meal 
ushering in their Sabbath. Little is 
known of its origin, Authorities 
believe that it had its beginning some 
time after the expulsion of the Jews 
from Spain in 1492. The country in 
which it was created was either Ger- 
many. Holland, Russia, or Poland.” 

The. agency of the Canadian 


Government gives the following recipe 


for: gefiillte fish: “Take a whitefish 
and a yellow pickerel, fillet them, wipe 
the fillets and set them aside while 
vou wash the skin, head, and bones, 
and put them in a pot with two large 
onions and six carrots, cut up, cover 
with cold water, and bring to a boil. 
Grind up the fillets with a small onion 
and to half that mixture add two eggs, 
three. teaspoonfuls of salt, some 
pepper,.and a } cup of water, beat 
until well blended, and. continue 
beating while. adding another 4} cup 
of water.”

Twenty-six lists of candidates for 
election to the Knesset on Novem- 
ber 3 were by Tuesday—the final day

Each list had to have 
a minimum of 750 signatures. The 
Committee has to approve them. Any- 
one rejected can appeal before the 
Supreme, Court, which will give a 
final decision by October 13. There 
are 1,179,300 eligible voters. .
